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Remarks 
Please cancel claim 2 . 

Applicants thank the Examiner for noting receipt of 
the formal drawings submitted by the Applicants on February 6, 
2004 . 

In paragraph 2, the Examiner rejected claim 7 under 
35 U.S. C, § 112, second paragraph for failing to point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, a limitation in claim 7 of ^'said 
controlling voltage" lacked antecedent basis. Applicants 
thank the Examiner for bringing this typographical error to 
their attention. Applicants have amended the limitation of 
claim 7 to properly read ''a controlling voltage." Based on 
further comments the Examiner made in paragraph 7 (''[c]laim 7 
would be allowable if rewritten or amended ..."), Applicants 
believe that amended claim 7 is in condition for allowance. 

In paragraph 4, the Examiner rejected claim 1 under 
35 U.S. C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Gupta et al . (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,118,705) or Norman (U.S. Patent No. 5,920,501). 
Further, in paragraph 5, the Examiner rejected claim 1 under 
35 U.S.C. §102 (e) as being anticipated by Nakagawa (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,735,126). 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to include the 
limitations of claim 2. Since the Examiner, in paragraph 6, 
has objected to claims 2-6 as being dependent on a rejected 
base claim. Applicants believe that amended claim 1 is now in 
condition for allowance. 

Applicants have also amended claims 3 and 5 so as to 
not refer to canceled claim 2 . Each of claims 3 and 5 now 
properly depends from amended claim 1 .
